Yokoyama et al. teach header prediction with communication control equipment 
for an ATM network. 

Tanenbaum teaches, on pages 565-567, fast path processing of a Transport 
Protocol Data Unit (TPDU, defined on pages 484-485). Applicants respectfully submit 
that Tanenbaum does not teach processing headers g^^rmHy as a group and creating a 




summary of the group of headers. Ajm^^^s^sB submit that Tanenbaum does not teach 



choosing, dependent on the summary, but instead teaches checking the TPDU. 
Applicants further submit that Tanenbaum does not teach the possibility of avoiding 
processing a packet by the protocol layers, since that processing has already occurred. 
Moreover, applicants submit that on pages 570-571, Tanenbaum teaches away from 
protocol processing in hardware.
